HOLY GHOST KILLER

SAVANNAH, Ga., Nov. 24.—(P)— 
Definitely identified by the superin-

at the rate of two cents per dinner at 
11 o’clock this morning. 

The plan, originated by J. R. Nix, 
president of the Atlanta Restaurant 
(ywners’ Association, provides steam- 
ing hot meals, complete in vitamins 
and calories, to be carried out of the 
~kitchen in the purchasers’ pails and 


| buckets to be consumed in the’ pri- | 


'vacy of the home. 

| The ‘yucket cafeteria 
sau street, N. ‘V., is expected to pre- 
vent the kitchen from becoming a 
meeting place for hoboes and other 
| undesirables. At the same time it 
| provides a square meal for every needy 
| person in Atlanta, since, as Nix said 
today, “any person who is too lazy 
to come down here and get it deserves 
to go to bed hungry.” . 

So great has been the response of 
| public benefactors that Mr. Nix has 
started a second kitchen for negroes, 
The restaurant owners’ association, 
‘which conceived the idea partly to 
eliminate the necessity of giving free 
'meals over their restaurant counters, 
have organized the entiz: movement 
without a cent of expense, nor has 
any individual concern been canvassed. 
All tue contributions have been volun- 
tary.

TEXTILE STABILIZATION. 


The cotton textile industry in 
the southeast has notably awakened 
to the sanity of truths that once 
appeared visionary. The hard and 
losing facts of overproduction and 
operation losses have brought the 
textile manufacturers to realize that 


their average modus operandi must 
be reformed, 

The Cotton Textile Institute and 
other factoring bodies have acknowl- 
edged that one vital reform is im- 
perative and are seeking to estab- 
lish it. That is the cutting out of 
the night work of women and chil- 
dren. Not the least of the economic 
urges to that reform is the humani- 
tarian justice and effects that it pra- 
duces. 

The unquestioned advantages in 
the southeast for cotton textile pro- 
duction have never demanded such 
labor in the reasonably profitable 
operation of the industry. To be- 
lieve otherwise is to argue that the 
chief reason for transplanting any 
part of the industry from the north- 
east to the southeast was to‘exploit 
the hard and grinding labor of 
women and children. 

That charge is repudiated by 
every sensitive manufacturer in the 
south and the true way to prove 
its falsity is to destroy the founda- 
tion for it by abolishing totally the 
night work of women and children 
in all southeastern cotton mills. 

Most of our mill managers have 
agreed to that policy and are fol- 
lowing it, but a few of them are 
persisting to hazard the plan 
through their non-concurrence. 
They need to be argued with until 
they consent to industrial facts, to 
economic prospects, and, above all, 
to the humanities incumbent upon 
them. 

Leading public journals in the 
immediate entourage of the greater 
southern mills—such prominent 
newspapers as the Charlotte Ob- 
Server and the Gastonia Gazette— 
repeat the captious arguments of

At the time of the Crimean War

tion in Palestine and taking it away 
from the Turks. At that time 
French cultural influence was domi- 


nant in the holy land, through mis-|: 


sions, hospitals and libraries, and a 
conquest would have been followed by 
a division or a condominium by Brit- 
ain and France. So it was thought 
wiser to wait, wait for the oppor- 
tune moment when there was more to 
divide, so to speak, 

This moment came in 1917 and 
¢hen France received Syria. In the 
meantime, however, Germany and 
Turkey had perfected the Bagdad 
railway scheme. This railway nec 
was not only an attempt to tap the 
wealth of the whole basin stretching 
from the frontiers of Russia’ to Aden 
and from the Mediterranean to the 
Persian Gulf, it was also a direct 
threat: to Britain’s connection with 
India because of the Bagdad scheme 
in its southernr ost branches came 
down to-the Red sea, within close 
proximity to the Suez canal. It was 
nothing less than a direct threat to 
the British empire. 

The Allenby compaign had for ob- 
ject to destroy the Bagdad line. The 
richness of the near east: could just 
as well be tapped from the Mediter- 
ranean shores, with harbors at Jaffa, 
Haifa and Alexandretta as are now 
being constructed. In other words 
Britain substituted a sea route for 
the Germano-Turkish overland scheme. 
Where do the Jews come in on this? 
They offered to settle Palestine with 
a patriotic population, grateful to 
Britain, on which -the empire could 
count at all times as a bulwark in 
the event of an attack or a threat of 
attack against the Suez canal, 

Some day, British statesmen real- 
ized, Egypt, the traditional base of 
defense for the Suez canal, would 
have to be abandoned. Things are 
moving in that direction right now. 
Then Palestine was to take Egypt’s 
place as a base. A war harbor is in 
fact under construction at Haifa, Of 
course all this wasn’t explained to the 
public. The public was given a slo- 
gan: “Palestine for the Jews. Justice 
at last for the dispersed race!” As 
such the Balfour declaration was gen- 
erally understood. And for this rea- 
son world Jewry went almost deliri- 
ous with joy in November, 1917. To 
the British empire, extending from 
Vancouver to Calcutta, Palestine is 
but a link, but an important one.

AND LISTENING |Health Talks

THIS READER HAS STOPPED 
WORRYING. } 
I think no one knows better than I 
do just how dumb “educated” laymen 


are about matters of physiology, hy- 


giene, pathology and health. At the 
same time, I gauge lay intelligence by 
the letters I receive, and my estimate 
of the intelligence quotient of news- 
paper readers is higher than that of 
some of my advisors or critics, They 
often tell me that my remarks or 
teachings will hurt my readers be- 
cause readers will not be able to 
understand—I am talking away over 
their heads. I don’t think so, al- 
though I have good reason to know 
that some readers are exasperated. by 
my views. On the other hand, well, 
here is the way one reader takes it: 
“William Brady, M. D. 

“Dear Doctor: 

“T am a constant reader of: your 
articles and I have benefited there- 
by, for which I feel very thankful 
to you. 

“IT suffered from a rundown system 
due to worry, but your advice about 
nervous troubles enlightened me _ to 
such an extent that I got rid of my 
nervous complex. I have since gained 
oo pounds; I had gone down to 130. 
I gained this all in one year, and 
now weigh 165 pounds. I stopped 
worrying about my condition when I 
found out that there is no such thing 
a3 a nervous breakdown—something 
I did not know before... . 

“Yours respectfully, 
| : 

So far as my conscience goes—and 
my conscience, 1 want everybody to 
remember, goes all the way—this one 
word of approval wipes out a score of 
complaints from peoplé who resent 
the threat to rob them of their, oh, 
let’s just call it “nerves.” 

Tell me, doesn’t it—or rather let 
me tell you how it vexes me when 
the telephone girl says “excuse it, 
please.” Jf she would only say ex- 
cuse me, or excuse us, or excuse the 
company’s service, but this trick of 
trying to blame the error on the in- 
strument or the apparatus is almgst 
as irritating as “it is hoped” in a 
letter. 

I do not wonder at all that, at 
first flush, innocent victims of the 
“nervous” complex resent my _ teach- 
ings. But even at risk of that I 
feel that I am in a rather unique 
position and this carries a certain 
moral responsibility and my _ con- 
science compels me to keep hammer- 
ing away on this line, although I 
offend 20 readers for every one I re- 
form. I take a grain of comfort in 
the thought that among the 20 who 
turn away piqued or incensed. at my 
teaching there may be one or two who 
will think it over in a calmer moment 
and perhaps even reconsider what I 
say on the subject. 

The reader whose letter I quote im- 
plies that he had worried a great deal 
about the precarious state of his 
“nerves.” That worry alone might 
suffice to keep the man in a low state 
of health. One might be justified 
or at least excused for feeling some 
anxiety if one believed one had an 
actual disease of nerves or nervous 
structures. But there is no such idea 
implied in the too common ‘“‘nervous 
breakdown” complex. Moreover, phy- 
siology teaches us that there is no 
such thing as “nerve energy” or 
“nerve power,” at least nothing more 
tangible than might be connoted by 
the term “lung energy” or “skin pow- | 
er’ or “strong ears.” The normal

If every picture described 
as an “epic” truly deserved the title, 
every day would be epochal. Which we 
know isn’t so. Epies average rather 
less than one a generation, in any line 
of endeavor, action or achievement. 

I doubt if there has been a picture 
made yet which really fits that word. 
I do know, however, that about the 
nearest approach to an “epic” in mo- 
tion pictures that I ever saw is “The 
Big Trail.” This is the story of the 
trail-breakers of the pioneer west, 
which was directed by Raoul Walsh 
‘and which has been the subject of 
advance rumors and rumbles all sum- 
mer,

Comparisons are, as Shakespeare 
says, odorous, but it is impossible not 
to compare this production with “The 
Covered Wagon,” the silent film of 
the same period and treating of the 
same events in American history.

But be- 
tween these two there is a greater dif-

It was simply an ordi- 
nary picture on a bigger scale—with 
more people and more equipment and 
more film used, but merely the same 
thing, intrinsically, as all the others, 
even though enhanced in scope, 

“The Big Trail” is likewise bigger 
and more expensive. But it is, also, 
something more. It is a_ production 
touched with the mark of inspiration, 
something that carries the indescrib- 
able breath of the spirit, something 
that does not merely show you the 
people and scenes and experiences of 
the pioneers, but something that lifts 
you, spiritually, out of your comfor- 
table theater seat and makes you live, 
for a couple of hours, the lives of the 
pioneers. It is, in short, an interpre- 
tation of an epochal event in Ameri- 
can history that comes as close to be- 
ing, itself, an epochal event in the his- 
tory of picture makers as anything 
they have yet achieved. ° 

It is unnecessary, here, to name the 
players. It is only necessary to doff a 
respectful hat to the man whose in- 
spiration is stamped, indelibly, upon 
every foot of film—Raoul Walsh, the 
director.

ment buying on an increasing scale 
appears as the controlling character- 
istie of trading in the stocks of utility 
companies in 1930, President Martin 
J. Insull, of the Middle West Utili- 
ties Company, said today. He report- 
ed that whereas the number of com- 
mon stockholders of the company on 
January 1 was 63,140° they had in- 
creased to 70,243 by June 1, a gain 
of 11.2 per cent. By September 1 the 
number was 76,460, a gain of 21.1 
per cent over January 1, and on No- 
vember 20 the number was 82,042, 
or 29.9 per cent more than at the 
first of the year. 

Mr. Insull. pointed out that his- 
tory is repeating itself, as a great 
impetus to buying of utilities shares 
came in the business depression of 
1920 and 1921, when the electric light 
and power industry began the policy 
of customer and employe ownership. 
He added that the Middle West Utili- 
ties Company is now serving 1,731,114 
customers, compared with 1,509,380 a 
year ago.

AS BLOW 10 "DUMPING 


New Regulation Will Exclude 
Imports Produced by 
Convict Labor. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—(P/)— 
New customs regulations which may 


ij have the effect of considerably reduc- 


ing Russian imports into the United 
States were issued today by the treas- 
ury. 

Assistant Treasury Secretary Sey- 
mour Lowman said the regulations 
will enable the treasury to exclude 
soviet shipments, which are allegediy 
produced by convict labor even though 
positive proof is lacking that prison 
labor was employed. 

In the opinion of Under Secretary 
Ogden L. Mills the regulations do not 
change the existing situation, although 
he said the burden of proof is shift- 
from the government to-the im- 
porter. Mills pointed out that the 
treasury must still obtain valid evi- 
dence to support its contentions that 
convict labor is used, and denied that 
any general embargo against Russia 
was planned.
